but not long after he moved to Cleve­ 
land w here he becam e city solicitor in 
1902. 
H e held this for ten years until 
his election as mayor. 
Mr. Baker in 
July, 1902, married Elizabeth Leopold. 
of Pottstown, Pa. 
Mr. Baker has re­ 
ceived degrees from John Hopkins and 
W ashington and Lee universities. For 
years he has been identified with the 
reform m ovem ent in 
Cleveland 
and 
has taken an active part in the street 
railway controversy there. 
W hen 
Mayor Thom as Johnson died, Mr. Ba­ 
ker took up the fight for lowering the 
street car fares in Cleveland, argued 
the case before the suprem e court and 
finally brought about an adjustment 
of the street railway franchises. 
At 
the Baltimore convention, Mr. Baker 
w as m entioned prominently in connec­ 
tion with the vice presidency because 
of the fight he 
made in 
support of 
President Wilson. Mr. Baker has been 
know n for m any years as a leader of 
the Ohio bar and is highly regarded 
by the president as a lawyer.

ileged characters in their homes and 
that the home should be made so in­ 
viting and fitted lip for their com­ 
fort in a wray that they could enter­ 
tain their friends there, instead of 
being compelled to seek outside pleas­ 
ure and amusement.

London, March 6.—Twelve persons 


were killed and thirty-tlrreet wrere in­ 


jured in last night’s 
Zeppelin 
raid. 


Three zeppelins are believed to have 


taken part in the attack. 
This infor­ 
mation was given 
out 
today. 
The 
statement follows: 
“The number of 
zeppelins 
which 
look part in the raid are now' believed 
to be three. After crossing the coast, 
the ships took various courses, and 
from the devious 
nature 
of 
their 
flight, apparently were uncertain as 
to their bearings. 
“The areas visited w'ere Yorkshire, 
Lincolnshire, 
Cambridgeshire, 
Rut­ 
land, Huntington, Norfolk and Kent. 
“As far as is knowrn, about forty 
bombs were dropped. 
The casualties 
so far as ascertained, amounted to, 
killed thiee men, four women and five 
children: wounded, thirty-three. 
The 
material damage 
w as 
two 
terrace 
houses practically destroyed, one of­ 
fice and one public house, a cafe and 
several shops partially destroyed, and 
a block of almshouses badly dam­ 
aged.” 
The censor permits the publication 
of a few' incidents in connection with 
the raid. 
In one of the principal 
areas, a block of workingmen’s homes 
w'ere destroyed. 
One women and four 
children were killed. 
The w'oman’s 
husband w'as taken to the hospital in 
a serious condition. 
An official statem ent issued in Lon­ 
don last night said that two hostile 
airships crossed tho north const of 
England. 
At that time their move­ 
ment wTas not defined clearly. 
Some 
bombs were dropped in the sea near 
tho coast. 
The number of ca su a lties reported 
is smaller than that of the previous 
raid, w'hich occurred on January 31. 
In another locality a doctor’s house 
was destroyed, but Die doctor and his 
family had left the 
house 
before it 
wTas struck. 
In another case, a pensioner, aged 
90 years, wTas burned to death in his 
bcd. 
W hether more than two zeppelins 
took part in the raid is still unknown. 
Unofficial reports relate that tw'o of 
the dirigibles wrere seen passing over 
Lincolnshire from inland towards the 
coast. 
They dropped bombs but did 
little damage.

of medicine. 
N ational “Baby W eek,” M arch 4 to 
ll , has especial interest for m others 
in tile care and protection of their 
children from 
dangerous 
m edicines. 
Miss Babb Bell, extension le ctu rer of 
the College of A griculture of the U ni­ 
versity of M issouri at Columbia, has 
m ade a list of the benefits and the 
shortcom ings of tile national pure food 
law in regard to medicines. 
The good points of the law a re : 
It prohibits “false or m isleading” 
statem en ts on the trad e package, re ­ 
garding composition and 
origin 
of 
“p aten t medicines.” 
It prohibits false statem en ts on the 
trad e package, regarding the curative 
effects of a “patent m edicine.” 
It requires “patent 
m edicine 
m ak ­ 
ers" to declare the am ount of alcohol, 
m orphine, opium, cocain, heroin, eu- 
cain, 
chloroform , 
cannabis, 
indica, 
chloral, h y d rate and acetanilid in their 
nostrum s. 
It exercises a certain degree of con­ 
trol over all “p aten t 
m edicines” 
by 
m eans of law's 
regulating 
interstate 
com m erce. 
But the law does not: 
P rohibit false or m isleading state­ 
m ents in new spapers, circulars and 
window displays. 
Prohibit an y kind of lie regarding 
the curative value, when the lie is told 
elsew here th a n on the trad e package.

Christiania, March 6.—The pintos,- j 


of withdrawing nitrogen from tho air 


for use in manufacturing artificial fer­ 


tilizers and high explosives may be 
seen in operation at the new 60.000 
horge-power plant at Odda, in the Ilar- 
danger Fiord. 
The separation of the nitrogen from 
the oxygen in the air is accomplished 
by compressing the 
air 
into 
liquid 
form. The nitrogen, which boils first, 
at about 320 degrees below zero (Fah­ 
renheit) is led away by specially con­ 
structed mains, and the oxygen, which 
boils at about 295 below, is utilized on 
account of its intensely low tempera­ 
ture to assist in the liquefaction pro­ 
cess. 
Ultimately it escapes into the 
air again. 
The nitrogen gathered in this man­ 
ner is put into form for use by com­ 
bining it with calcium carbide, a sub­ 
stance known to practically every au­ 
tomobilist, owing to its offensive odor 
Carbide is made by fusing limestone 
and coal in the intense heat of an 
electric furnace. The operation can 
only be performed where electricity is 
very cheap. 
When carbide is heated 
in an atmosphere of nitrogen it ab­ 
sorbs 
the 
nitrogen, forming a com­ 
pound known as nitrolim . This is the 
new fertilizing product which Norway 
is now producing on a whole scale 
The power for the gigantic Odda 
plant is furnished by the nearby water­ 
falls . The lime and coal are fused to­ 
gether in a series of furnaces each 
employing 3,000 horsepower. 
All the 
pyrotechnics of a steel 
furnace 
are 
eclipsed when one of the great Odda 
crucibles 
is 
tapped, for the molten 
carbide pours out with a glare that 
no man dare face with unprotected 
eyes. 
Meanwhile the production of the ni­ 
trogen is being pursued in another de­ 
partment. 
Air for 
the 
purpose 
is 
drawn in great inlet pipes from the* 
mountain tops. This was found neces­ 
sary 
because 
the air in the valley 
around the great works was found to 
contain traces of acetylene gas from 
the carbide. 
Acetylene 
gas 
under 
pressure is dangerously explosive, and 
even a trace of it in the liquefaction 
plant would be likely to cause the de­ 
struction of the entire plant. 
The nitrogen from the liquefaction 
plant is turned into cylinders 
filled 
with powdered carbide, 
which 
are 
heated from the center by the passage 
of an electric current through a piece 
of 
carbon, 
and as tin' temperature 
rises the carbide absorbs the nitro­ 
gen and glows with the heat of chem 
ical action. 
The result is nitrolim, 
the artificial substitute 
for 
nitrates 
and natural fertilizers, and the starting 
point of another process for the pro 
duction of nitric acid and certain high 
explosives.

“There is only one way to meet the' 
difficulty, and that is by facing it di­ 
rectly, putting French goods in face 
of everything else in such form that 
their origin is unmistakable. 
The na­ 
tional trademark universally used on 
all French products seems to be the 
best means. 
That trademark is al­ 
ready in existence, and, strange as it 
may appear to a great many manufac­ 
turers, it has been in existence since 
1873. 
The advantages seem to have 
been understood by importers of for­ 
eign-made goods alone.

More Men Study Military at Columbia 
Than at Government’s School. 


Columbia, Mo., March 6.—There are 
more cadets receiving military training 
at the University of Missouri at Co­ 
lumbia than at West Point, the school 
where the United States government 
trains officers for its army.

year there are 647 men in the univer­ 
sity cadet corps. 
During his first year in the univer­ 
sity, each man student is required to 
lake military training three hours a 
week, unless excused.

sists of infantry drill on the campus, 
ifle practice, and in the spring camps 
are held and open order instruction 
given.

Tokio, March 6.—Prince Sumi, the 
infant son of the emperor, who was 
born last December, paid his first 
visit to his imperial parent yesterday. 
With tho sw'ord of protection present­ 
ed to him on his birth, the infant, 
hoi ne in the arms of a maid, was 
driven to the palace with great pomp
